ARTICLE 2 
Meetings of the Commandery

The oflicers of the Commandery shall 
be chosen annually at the stated conclave in June, 
the Commander, Generalissimo, Captain General, 
Senior Warden, Junior Warden, ‘Treasur and 
Recorder shall be elected by itten ballot; the 
remaining officers shall be appointed by the Com- 
mander, Their installation shall take place at the 
Annual Conclave in September and they shall hold 
their respective offices until their successors are 
installed.

Duties of Officers 


Section 1. The Commander shall cause the By-

rendered; that regular returns are made to the 
Grand Recorder and that the annual dues are 
promptly paid. He shall, with his Generalissimo 
and Captain General attend all conclayes of the 
Grand Commandrey and shall exercise a general 
supervision over the affairs of the Commandery.

ARTICLE 4 


Candidates for the Orders 

Section 1. Every application for the Orders of 
Knighthood in this Commandery shall be made in 
accordance with ‘form given in ‘Article II, Section 
9 of the Constitution of the Grand Commandery 
sachusetts and Rhode Island. It shall bear 
gnature of the applicant, place and date of 
birth, residence, place of business and occupation, 
together with the name of the Lodge and Chapter 
of which he is now a member, and the name of 
the Grand Jurisdiction of each, it shall further 
state the date when he was made a Master Mason, 
yal Arch Mason, and the name of the 
ge and Chapter, and the name of the Grand 
diction of each in which he received the 
spective degrees thereof; and whether he has 
er made previous application for these Orders, 
and fur! : that_he is a firm believer in the Chris- 
tian religion. Such application must have the 
recommendation of two members of this Com- 
mandery endorsed upon it.

ARTICLE 7 
Committees 
Section 1. At the annual conclave there shall 
be elected a Committee on Finance cons: ting of 
the council, whose duty it shall be to examine 
and pass upon all bills against the Commandery: 
they shall also examine and audit the accounts of 
the ‘Treasurer and Recorder, and report to the 
Commandery at its annual conclave upon the state 
of its financial affairs and at such other times as 
may seem advisable. Said committee shall also 
act a Charity Committee, unless a special com- 
mittee for such purpose shall be chosen.

ARTICLE 8 


Permanent Fund 

Section 1. The permanent fund heretofore 
created and maintained, shall continue to be so 
maintained; it shall consist of all moneys now in 
the care und management of the existing Board 
of Trustees, of all donations and bequests to the 
c the disposal or application of which 
is not otherwise indicated, and of such additions 
thereto as shall from time to time be made by 
vote of the Commandery. ‘There shall also be ap- 
plied to said fund from the fees, the following 
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sums; five dollars from the fee received of each 
suc ful applicant for the Orders of Knight- 
hood, and three dollars from the fee received of 
each successful applicant for membership. 
Section Said fund shall be held in the cor- 
porate name of this Commandery, but shail be 
under direction and control of a Board of ‘ru 
te ting of three members holding uo other 
el e oftice in the Commandery. Each member 
of said Board shall hold said oftice for the term 
of three years, and ut each annual conclave the 
term of one member thereof shall expire and the 
vacancy be filled. Each ‘Trustee shall hold his 
said oflice until his successor is elected, and should 
a vacancy occur in said Board it shall be filled 
at the next stated conelave, due notice thereof 
being borne on the notifications. The election of 
members of said Board shall be by ballot. 

\ Section 38. The Board of Trustees shall cause 
the fund to be invested in such manner and in 
such securities as their judgment shall be safest 
and most productive. and shall select a pl £ 
deposit for the securities and vouchers wher 
will be secure from fire and theft. The 1 keep 
a full and accurate record of the investments of 
the fund, and at each annual conclave they shall 
submit to the Commandery a correct statement of 
the fund in detail, exhibiting its exact nature 
and condition. 

Section 4. The income of the fund only shall 
be appropriated, and that for no other purpo: 
than the relief of distressed members of this 
Commandery, their widows or orphans; neverth 
less the amount of such income reported by said 
‘Trustees as unexpended at any annual conclave 
shall be added to the principal of said fund 
become a part thereof unless otherw appropr: 
ated by a vote of three-fourths of the membe: 
present at such conclave, 


ARTICLE 9 
Dues 


Section 1, There shall be paid annually to the 
Recorder of this Commandery by cach member 
thereof (except provided in Articles V and VI) 
for the purpose of defraying the current ex- 
penses and for such other uses or purposes as the

made, and that no sufficient excuse has been made 
therefor, and that proper notice of the proposed 
action has been given, he may be suspended by a 
majority vote of the members present or may be 
expelled by a two-thirds vote of the members

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ARTICLE 10 


Compensation 


Section 1. The Recorder, Sentinel and Musical 
Director shall receive such compensation as may 
be voted them at the annual conclave, and which 
shall continue at the current rate until changed 
by vote of the Commandery. 


ARTICLE 11 


Costume 


Section 1, The costume of the members of this 
Commandery shall be a black frock coat, black 
trousers, biack shoes, buff untlets (white gloves. 
may be worn at _ conclay for conferring the 
Orders), black velvet baldrie with silver trim- 
mings and poignard; black triangular apron of 
velvet with silver border and trimmings; black 
hapeau with plume of three black feathers, ros- 
ette on the left side, and the sword and belt 
usually worn by the Order when on duty. 


Section 2. During the conferring of the Orders 
it shall be the duty of every member to be clothed 
with the costume of the Order upon whieh the 
Commandery shall be open unless specially ex- 
cused by the Commander, provided that this regu- 
lation shall not apply to members of the age of 
sixty years and upwards. 

Section 3. No member of the Commandery 
shall be admitted into the ranks upon any public 
occasion unless his costume shall conform to that 


which may be the adonted uniform of the Com- 
mandery, 


ARTICLE 12 


No alteration of the costume shall be made, 
no extra ai ments laid, or vote taken for any 
public parade, installation or procession, except 
at a stated conclave with the business inserted in 
the notifications for said conclave. 


ARTICLE 13 


Section 1. These By-Laws shall not be altered, 
amended or repealed unless by vote of two-thirds 
of the members present at the stated conclave 
next sueceeding that which the proposition shall 
have been made in writing in the words of the 
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proposed amendment; and notice of such proposed 
amendment shall be printed on or enclosed with 
the notitication of that conclave; provided that 
Article VIII all not be altered, amended or 
repealed the proposition for such change

ARTICLE 15 


Relief and Charity Fund
